The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: With respect 
to claim 1 , the Prior Art does not teach a connector input/output port that communicates 
with at least one sensor in the fluid handling system to obtain sensor data; at least one 
digital signal processor (DSP) and gate driver interface that evaluates the sensor data 
and generates a control signal based on the sensor data; at least one commutation 
module in communication with said at least one DSP and gate driver interface, wherein 
said at least one commutation module controls at least one motor based on the control 
signal; said at least one motor receiving AC power under normal conditions; a local 
power supply that selectively powers the motors; and the local power supply is a DC 
backup power supply, and wherein said at least one DSP and gate driver switches to

the DC backup power supply to supply power to said at least one motor in the event of a 
main power failure. Claims 1-6 are allowable.
